If
attempts were made to deal with
them bv civil law. the officers were
overoowered. killed, or driven off by
the Rebel Democracy. The most
notorious ot these assassins rode
over the country making speeches by
invitation, in which they boasted
their outrages. In every part ot the
State leadinir Rebels were continually
counseling opposition to the State
Government and the laws made un
der it. Gov. Clayton's office was
daily besieged by refugees begging
nrotwtion from the State in their
rights under its laws. Thus besieg-

ed, Gov. Clayton made use of the
means in his hands, to ascertain the
truth, and when fully convinced that
civil law could not oe eniorcea in
these counties, he declared martial
law. and called out the militia, in
which be was sustained by the
imooi vote of the Legislature. The
militia first sent to the field into act
ual service were all white men, most
nf wlinm had seen service in the
United States volunteer army. These
were attacked by an organized band
in Sevier County, one of their num
ber was killed, and several were
wonnded. ..

After having been thus goaded to
Mnerftiion- - the Union men have

finally resolved to have peace at all
hazards. They propose to go just
tar enough with the miuua to attain
this end. and will withdraw the mi

litia as soon as they can be safe in so
doinir. The Union men are not in
fluenced in this move by malice.
Their only aim is the enforcement of
the laws which guarantee equal pro
tection to all persons

Shame upon a "party the road to
whose success lies through the cov

ering up and palliation of such crimes
as these. It is a significant fact, and
one which the American people will
not forget, that, for the past seven

vears. every resort to illegal fore

""cratic party. When a mdb of black

hearted white men paraded the streets
of New York, with demoniac yells,
shooting and hanging negroes, and
crowned their infamous proceedings
by an act of incendiarism that would
shame a devil from the lower regions,

THE INDIAN QUESTION.

In talking of the Indians, it will
be well, in their interest, for their
friends not to draw too largely on
the credulity of the public. We are
not prepared to deny the Indians the
possession of many good qualities
but it cannot be denied, also, that he
is savage,and possesses all the charac
teristics covered by that terrible
word, and has shown himself, ever
since history dawned on him, cruel
and treacherous, filthy and dishon
est; and the common run of men of
any European race will not, no mat
ter what you m.y say, respect a
person or bi e-- i t.otorious for these
Qualities. Moreover, no number of
testimonials 'u to kindness, simplici
ty, or inofleusireness will induce
people to believe that a maa who, if
you quarrel with h:m, will certainly
collect some of his friends, ravish
your wife, tomahawk your children,
burn your house, disembowel you,
or hang you up by the heels over a
brisk fire, Is really a good fellow
and yet there is no Indian who
does not do these things if you go to
"war" with him. A good deal of a
man's character is shown in his
mode of avenging his injuries, and
the Indian's mode is nendiah, ac
cording to the popular idea of fiends;
therefore we are satisfied that all at
tempts at whitewashing him, in the
teeth of the popular knowledge of
his character and habits, simply
make it more difficult to improve his
condition.

His reformation and salvation are
plainly the experience of two bun
dred years shows it impossible,
except through civilization ',; and civ
ilization means the dissoluUon of thej

machine 'ti'tbStion of barbarism JSfof settled abodes for camps, agri
culture for hunting, of decent clothes
for paint and skins of beasts, the
supply of schools and teachers, the
the protection of the common law
for each individual, and the respons-
ibility of each individual to the
courts. The present mode of mak
ing the Indians respect life and prop-
erty by means of ''treaties of peace''
between one of the great powers of
the world and a few hundred naked
savages, is one of the greatit farces
of the ape. The fostering of habits
ot idleness, improvidence, and mend
icancy, by the annual distribution of
presents and annuities, is something
worse than a farce, and so is our
general failure to do anytbia? whit
ever to start the Indians on the path
of progress. Keeping savages plen
tifully supplied with "bunting
grounds,'' or, in other words, land
enough for the continuance of the
moBt wretched and precarious form
of human existence, is an odd sort of
kindness for a civilized people pos-
sessed ot boundless resources to
plume itself on. The reform of the
Indian Bureau should therefore go
further than the transfer ot its pow-
ers and duties to other hands. What
is wanted is a Bureau of Civilization,
with force enough at its disposal to
gainer in me remnants of the tribes
on the Plains and settle them some
where on farms, and teach them to
live by laltor. Perhaps even under
this treatment the Indians could not
besaved; but if they cannot bear
civilization, it will at least kill them
decertly, and be a humane substi
tute for the revolver, the small pox.
ana the whiskey bottle. 77ie'Jiation.

That not only takes the poetry
out of the Indian question, but sub
Buiuies tue piain truth. There is
nothing to be gained by our present
mode of dealing with the Indians
but eternal war, and, finally, utter
extermination of the Indians. The
latter result will of course put an
end to our Indian troubles, but it
will add nothing to the lustre of our
aims, bit U our credit as a nation.

OHIO LEGISLATURE.

The Ohio Legislature met on tie
5th inst In the Senate, Cbas. A.
King. Senator elect from the 33d

district, appeared and took the oath
of ofiice..A bill was introdnced by
Mr Scrrbner, tbe'object of which is
to remedy a defect in the law fixing

the compensation-o- f members and
officers of the General Assembly.

The bill provides that the --Auditor
shall issue orders for the pay of
members on the certificate of the pre
siding olficer of either House. Ad
